On the top of Smoky mountain, at 


least five miles from any settlement or 
farm, In the midst of the wildest part of 
this rough, mountainous section, there is 
an old hunter named Job Smiley. 


Among the many narrow escapes he 


has bad, one of the most interesting per- 
haps is the account, as he himself told it, 
of hia fight with two full grown bteck 
b«ars, in which, with nothing but a big 
hickory stick, he comes off finally victori- 
ous, although terribly clawed and bitten. 
This is the story as he told it himself: 


I was out hunting as usual one day on 


ono of the cross ridges of the Big Smoky 
when I gotonthetraaof a big buck, 
v/hich I followed for tvro hours beforol 
got close enough to shoot. When I did 
get the chance the buck was about 
seventy yards below me on a narrow 
shelf, which overhung a rocky precipice 
of fifteen or twenty feet.

Orrna 
looked o^er at her and said: "Mamma, 
don't cry; go out of the room so you 
can't seo me." All through the terrible 
oideal the little hero boro up wonder- 
fully, and showed a grit worthy tho 
boldest knight of ancient chivalric days.

After ho had fixed me up ia some sort of 
shape old Tom went to the place where 
I had the fight and skinned the bears and 
hung them up. When he came back the 
old fellow was dragging along i hree cubs 
about 8 months old. iHe found tho bears' 
den and captured the cubs, which ho 
pulled out with a piece of rope he always 
carried. That fight laid me up for about 
two months, but I came out as sound aa

Arid l.aml Surveys. 


A Washington dispatch says Major 


Powell's report on arid lands in the West 
will not be ready (or Congress before the 
latter part of November, as authorized by 
law. The parlies did not go iuto the Seld 
until May, and they will remain there 
until October. The total appropriation 
for the arid land survey was $250,000. Of 
this amount $27,500 will be expended in 
engineering work in California and Nevada, 
$32,200 for hydraulic work and $35,500 for 
surveys in the same sections. The worki 
under charge of E. M. Douglas.. The area 
being surveyed in California comprises 
sno'a portions of the drainage basins of the 
Ynba, American, Cosnmnes, Mokelumne, 
Stanislaus, Tiuckee and Carson rivers as 
are unmapped.

PRESERVE THE FOREST AREAS 


"Storage Reservoirs" of Trees »8 Wei 


as 
Storage Reservoim of 
Water 


Wanted in tke Arid Zone. 


B. E. Feraow. Chief ol the Forestry 


Dmeion ol ths Bureau of AgriouHnre a 
Wasbiug'on, has written and published a 
gbort but pithy paper ou tbe reasons fo 
preserving and improving the timber o 
this oouutry. Under the bend of -'Wha 
the Forestry Association Wants" the paper 
saya: 


"We want every farmer, every owner o 


wood lnud, to know that his wood lot cn.i 
laius a valuable crop, which it will pay bit) 
not to cut down, bat to manage and uti'iz. 
judiciously; that it ia possible to ut;lizr 
tbe o:d trees io euch a manner that a new 
and valuable crop in produced instead o: 
the inferior crop which now so often taken 
tbe place of Ibo -virgin forest after indis- 
criminate cutting; that us an intelligent 
manager and husbandman be *ould do 
better to see to a natural production of bin 
wood lot, to cut with regard to the sponta- 
neous young growth rather than to clear 
indiscriminately; tb»t time has come when 
forest destruction must give T?*y to forosi 
management; lor timber is becoming more 
valuable every year, ad it grows scarcer iu 
the country at large." 


That wbioh should be impressed npon 


the people of the arid zone which lies be- 
tweeli tbe Kooky and Sierra Nevada rang*- 
of mountain* is tbe vital commercial un,d 
climatic necessity existing for the preserva- 
tion of all forest ureas within paid zone. 
Tiiis does not imply that no timber tree6 
should be felted within existing foresl 
•ireas. Tbe timber is for use the same as 
any other product of the country. 
The 


misUke our people bave hithurto. made, 
iu all parts of the United States, has bseii 
in looking upon all forest growths ai 
spontaneons 
products of 
nature 
that 


would forever be renewed without any 
special care or exertion on their patt. All 
they had to do was to wit-U the ax and 
slaughter to the extent of their ability; 
it would ba (be part of nature to renew the 
growths and fill ibe gops. 
It was tho same 


in regard to the fish in tbe streams and 
.;'-:cs. But, as poor Riebnrd says: "AI 
i. ,.ys taking out of the meal tufa and never 
puttiua iu will soon come to tho bottom." 
Now it has been found necessary to estab- 
lish Government fish hntcherirs ia order 
to restock waters which at oue tim« B3emed 
inexhaustible; and the time is at band 
when it will be necessary to adopt a Bins 
l*r course iu regiird to our forest area1 
It w;ll ba necessary for tba Government to 
establish nurseries of suitable kinds ol 
trees at convenient points in the divisions 
to be reforested, and replanting must keep 
pace with the felliog of the timber. 


We mast have "storige reservoirs" of 


timber as well «s of water. As in tbe 
formation of storage reservoirs Io; walt-r 
it is found better to utiliza tho basins ol 
eiisting lakei--, BO io funning "reserve.rs" 
of limber it will ba found much easier Io 
enlarge existiug areas than to establish 
new ones. 
Ou the border* of uu existing 


forest or grove will be found conditions 
more suitable for 
tho immediate and 


healthy growth of timber tress than in any 
place bare of limber that caa bo selected; 
or there has beta estitbliFlied u proper 
•atmosphere,1' a requisite that is not ai 
ouoe or very»«asily attained in an open 
and arid rpg:on. 


In planting a fo.rest in a spot in which 


rees have never before growu, it is best to 
irst strive to establish a healthy aud 
1 mrishing mioleiin. Once there is eveu
